Jormiilated by President Roose- 
velt and Secretary Taft aud dratted'by 
Wade H. Ellis, attorney general ot 
Ohio and now In the possession of 
prospective members of the resolu- 
tions committee ot the national con- 
vention for consideration, are hereby 
given. They are tho planks on trusts, 
anti-injunction, railroad rule, taritt re- 
vision and currency. 


The trust ptank is as'follo'svs: 
"The "Republican party passed the 


Sherman anti-trust law over Demo- 
cratic opposition and onTorced'itafter 
Democratic dereliction. Jt has been a 
wholesome instrument for good In the 
hands of a wise and fearless adminis- 
tration. But experience has shown that 
its effectiveness can be strengthened 
and its real objects better attained by 
ouch amendments as'Will give to tho 
federal government greuter supervi- 
sion and control over, and fiecuro 
greater publicity in, the management 
of that clans of interstate corporations 
having power and opportunity to ef- 
fect monopolies and at the same time 
will not interfere with the existence 
of associations among business men 
farmers and wase-earners so long aa 
their conduct or operation results in 
* positive benefit to the public. 


The Railroad Rate Law. 


*rWo approve of the enactment of a 


railroad rate law and a vigorous en- 
forcement of the present administra- 
tion of statutes against rebates and 
discrimination, as a result of which 
the advantages formerly possessed by 
Iho large over the small shipper have 
substantially disappeared. In this con- 
nection we commend the appropriation 
of $350,000 by the present congress In 
order to- enable the interstate com- 
merce commission to thoroughly in- 
•reatigate and give publicity to the ac- 
oounts of Interstate railroads. 


"We believe, however, that tho in- 


terstate commerce law should be fur- 
i her amended so as to give railroads 
the risht to make and publish traffic 
agreements subject to the approval of 
tha commission, bat maintaining' al- 
ways the principle of competition be- 
tween naturally competing lines and 
('.voiding the common control of such 
1 Ines by any means whatsoever, and 
w« specially favor the enactment of 
i,nch legislation as will provide for 
federal restriction against the over- 
issue of stocks and bonds by inter- 
state carriers." 


More or less serious inaccuracy has 


characterized the reputed textual pub- 
.locations of the plank relating to the 
t-iriff. The exact text, of that plank 
as well as of the plnnk concerning 
*ntl-injunction legislation follows; 


The Tariff Plank. 


"The Republican. pa;rty declares un- 


enuivocaily for a revision of the tariff 
by a special session of congress im- 
mediately following the Inauguration 
of the next president and commends 
the steps already taken to-this end in 
the -work assigned to the appropriate 
committees of 'the two bouses, which 
• re now investigating; tha operation 
nafl effect of existing nchedule's. In all 
tiu-iff legislation the true principle of 
protection is best maintained by the 
imposition of such duties as will equal 
the difference between the cost of pro- 
duction at home and abroad, together 
with a reasonable profit to American 
Industries, and the benefits that follow 
are best secured by the establishment 
of maximum and minimum rates which 
eliall be applied automaticall/ to the 
trade of other countries In accordance 
•with their treatment of our trade. The 
minimum should represent tho normal 
ra**eure of protection required for the 
bftteflt of our owa industries. 


Maintain Living Standard. 


"The aim and purpose of the Re- 


publican policy is not only to preserve 
without excessive duties that security 
:.«ira!n*t foreign competition to which 
.American manufacturers, farmers and 
producers are entitled, but also to 
maintain the high standard of living of 
th3 wage-earners of this country who 
«» the most direct beneflciaries. Be- 
tween the United States and Philip- 
pines we believe in a free interchange 
of products, with such limitations as 
to dugar and tobacco as will avoid in- 
Jury to domestic interests. 


"We declare for such an amendment 


•f the statutes of procedure in the fed- 
•nsl c*urts with respect to the use of 
tho -writ of Injunction as will on the 
:onri hand prevent the summary issue 
of such orders without proper consid- 
-erntion and on the other will preserve 
•*inillminished the power of the courts 
to enforce their process, to the end 
tout Justice may be done at all times 
and to all parties." 


The currency plank contains this 
lugnage: 


"The Republican party approves the 


Aid rich-Vreeland currency bill, but only 
•M un emergency measure. We declare 
f«r a thorough and new system of cur- 
rency laws that will be in accord with 
,O»« needs of the times and which will 
be mera adaptable to thu ueuwuds of 
biulnesi and more elastic in its cttar-
